Bis Britain a Nation 


LETS SAY ”NO” TO 


EUROPE (PART TWO) 
- BY COLIN BURGES. 


Britain’s natural trading 
patterns have been distorted, 
especially in agriculture. 
Cheap food imports from the 
outside world have _ been 
replaced by very expensive 
European substitutes. What 
sort of crackpot argument is it 
that manages to make this 
sound beneficial ? 


Britain is unique in having 
descendants of her people 
dispersed more widely over the 
globe than any other race, 
mostly in her ‘daughter’ 
nations of Canada, Australia 
and New Zealand. Although 
these former dominions have 
achieved independence and are 
now developing without any 
regard for their ‘mother 
country, there’ exists an 
enormous fund of goodwill; 
even if this is not reflected by 


their -leaderships and_ the 
wretched media. 
Often we hear about our 


‘special relationship’ with the 
USA - which does not in fact 
exist (although it should) - but 
we seldom hear about our kith 
and kin in the old Dominions. 
When we do, it is usually news 
of a another break in their ties 
with us. This should be 
received with dismay, instead 
of the delight customary 
among the British media, 
because it is with these people 


that we should enjoy a truly 
special relationship. 


Even without this blood bond, 
it would make more sense to 
trade with the old Dominions 
because they have economies 
largely the opposite of 
Britain’s. They are primarily 
exporters of minerals, raw 
materials and foodstuffs and 
only import finished goods. If 
we were to secede from Europe 
and progressively re-establish 
our manufacturing capacity, 
we would be the perfect match 
for the other partners of a ’New 
Commonwealth’ -as it might be 
called-because our economies 
would be complementary. 


Of course, we are not talking 
about recreating the Empire. 
Rightly or wrongly, we have 
retired from imperialism. What 
we suggest is a close co- 
operation between independent 


nation states sharing a 
common descent, language 
and culture, and _ having 


mutual economic interests. 


In the countries mentioned, 
there is the means to produce 
almost every raw material and 
every commodity we require, 
not only in abundance, but in 
complete isolation ‘from world 
supply or world speculation. 
By a system of 
‘Commonwealth Preference’, 
exports from Canada, Australia 
and New Zealand would find 
easy and guaranteed entry into 
Great Britain, in exchange for 
their . preference. for our 


manufactured goods. These 
would always be more 
competitive than their own by 
reason of our dense population 
and enormous home market. 


As far as possible, a trading 
bloc would be established 
which would provide insulation 
- not ‘protection’, in the 
economic sense - from world 
chaos and the tyranny of the 
‘international’ system, with its 
fat-cat financiers holding no 
obvious allegiance. 


To repair the damage that has 
been perpetrated since the War 
would be very difficult indeed. 
In the case of the countries 
with which we would like to 
form the "New 
Commonwealth’, we have to 
consider that it was Britain 
that ditched them in favour of 
European links, and. that 
since then they have looked 
elsewhere and formed new 
associations of their own. 
Given the right leadership 
however, a reconciliation 
would be possible. With to- 
day’s leadership whose outlook 
is small and defeatist, 
reconciliation is quite 
impossible. 


Europe is the regular escape 
route for to-day’s class of inept 
politician. Being unable to 
make use of the great 
reservoirs of that creative and 
inventive genius which 
presently lie untapped. (to be 
continued in the next issue).

“It’s indicative of 
them having violence 
on their agenda. This 
will confirm in the 
eyes of the Protestant 
people that the 
organisers of the rally 
have links’ with 
republicanism.”

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RIGGED REFERENDUM: 


DENMARK DISGRACES DEMOCRACY 


So Denmark has finally voted for 
Maastricht. A triumph for 
democracy? Not quite. For the 
Danish Maastricht referendum was 
a disgraceful exercise in bribing, 
bullying and brainwashing the 
voters which reflects just how 
desperate the Euro-federalist 
fanatics are to ram their super-state 
down the throats of the peoples of 
Europe, regardless of _ their 
wishes, let alone interests. And it 
should serve as a warning note to 
those anti Maastricht campaigners 
here who think just getting a 
referendum in the UK would win 
victory. 


The Danish people, like ours, never 
liked Maastricht from the word go. 
But, unlike ours, they got the 
chance to vote on it, a year ago, 
and, despite the almost unanimous 
support for the Treaty by the local 
Great and Good, voted against. As 
they certainly would here, if a 
referendum were held tomorrow. 
But the verdict of the people wasn’t 
the end of it. However they profess 
to believe in “democracy”, those 
who plan to succeed where 
Napoleon and Hitler failed and 
subject the nations of Europe to one 
central bureaucratic super-state 
weren't going to let a little matter 
of a popular vote stand in their way. 
If the voters vote against their 
rulers, the voters are wrong, and 
must do it again until they get it 
right and do as they are told. 


First they were brought back to the 
starting post by a feeble fudge. The 
"Edinburgh opt-outs", which 
supposedly gave the Danes a 
different Maastricht Treaty to vote 
on. But which are now universally 
accepted as legally meaningless. In 
law, Denniark, like Britain, is 
bound by the Treaty, the whole 
‘Treaty, and nothing but the Treaty. 


Then the spur was applied to the 
electorate to force them to jump the 
fence between them and _ federal 
slavery they refused last time. 
Seven of the eight parliamentary 
parties, comprising 90% of MP’s, 
were brought into line to back the 
Treaty. Only the small patriotic 
Progress Party listened to and 
echoed the public against 
Maastricht, instead of bellowing at 
them that they must back it or be

total _ lie, 
harmed Denmark’s Scandinavian 
neighbours any way). The left-wing 
Socialist People’s Party, which had 
joined the Progress patriots against 
the treaty last time, turned its coat 
and joined the "Ja" chorus. 

To the politicians’ threats that 
Danes collectively would be 
“expelled from Europe" if they 
didn’t vote the right way was added 
the Employers’ Federation 
threatening that Danes 
individually would lose their jobs 
if they voted No. As Federation 
boss Poul Erik Pedersensaid “We 
got the tactics wrong last time and 
we have learned our lesson". This 
time factories leafleted their 
workers at their workplaces with 
leaflets telling them they faced the 
dole if they voted no. The trades 
unions, instead of defending their 
members against the bosses’ 
threats, simply echoed them and 
likewise warned workers of “dire 
consequences" if they voted the 
wrong way. 


To this bullying was added bribery. 
The Danish Government simply 
promised the voters a big tax cut if 
they voted Yes.’ Only one step 
physically, and none morally, from 
having Civil Servants outside the 
ballot boxes shoving wads of kroner 
notes into the hands of everyone 
who turned in a Yes vote! 


Finally there was brainwashing. 
Their readers views may have split 
50-50. But 46 of Denmark's 48 
newspapers spoke with one voice 
throughout the campaign calling for 
a "Yes" vote. As did the TV and 
radio pundits. 


So they got their "Yes" vote on the 
day. Just as they got ours in the 
1975 Common Market referendum- 
By putting two free “vote yes" 
booklets (one from the "yes" 
campaign, one from the 
Government giving “its view’) 
through every door to one “vote no". 
By all main party leaderships 
singing “vote yes" with a unanimity 
seldom found in the Common’s bear 
garden. A chorus in which TV and 
Press joined, whilst, as in Denmark 
this time, those who stood up for 


national freedom and independence 
were Portrayed as __ isolated 
extremists standing out against the © 
collective wish of all reasonable 
people and “leaders of opinion". 


Just as De Klerk got South 
Africans to vote in their 
referendum, like turkeys for 
Christmas, to destroy their own 


civilisation and way of life and hand 
themselves over to Marxist savages. 


Just as they would bribe, bully and 
brainwash Britons if they ever 
conceded a referendum here. In no 
case do they genuinely change the 
peoples’ mind. In Britain the 
majority against Market madness 
that had existed before’ the 
referendum reappeared soon after 
it. Most White South Africans now 
rue the day they voted to the jungle. 
Already, opinion polls indicate that 
the Danes are having second 
thoughts. But they can deliver a 
vote their way on the day. Unless 
we are wise to what they are up to. 


So the lesson is that anti-Maastricht 
campaigners here as in Denmark 
must not imagine that just because 
polls show that most of the 
electorate would vote against the 
wretched Treaty if a referendum 
were held that the same majority 
will vote "no" when one was held. 
But nor is it one of despair. ,The 
fight for Denmark’s freedom was 
nearly won, despite the big 
battalions mustering to the other 
side. The fight for Britain’s freedom 
in 1975 would have been won if 
those waging it had concentrated 
not on economic counters to the 
other side’s economic case {on 
which they were to be proved right, 
too late, but which confused and 
bored the public at the time) but on 
a ringing patriotic call to the Flag 
and Freedom, to which the other 
side had no answer and which their 
memoirs reveal they feared above 
all else. Next time we must learn 
from the lessons of Denmark, South 
Africa and 1975. Next time, if the 
people are allowed to speak, we 
must ensure that they are not 
cowed into silence for the vital day 
but roused into a roar of patriotic 
fervour which steels their resolve to 
break asunder the chains with 
which Maastricht would bind them.
